tion plan that would bring big benefits to the county”. 
They want more powers and finance devolved from 
Westminster to the region so they can close the pro¬ 
ductivity gap and allow 
local people to benefit 
from a thriving economy. 

The detailed plan aims 
for higher productivity 
and better-paid jobs, im¬ 
proved road, rail and 
broadband links and 
more homes for the re¬ 
gion’s growing popula¬ 
tion. 

The plan was agreed by 
23 local partners, includ¬ 
ing the county council 
and all five district coun¬ 
cils in Somerset and the 
Heart of the South West 
Local Enterprise Partner¬ 
ship. 

Somerset County 
Council leader councillor 
John Osman, organised a 
devolution summit Au¬ 
gust last year and is de¬ 
lighted at the way 
authorities across the re¬ 
gion have come together. 


He said: “It’s remarkable that so much hard work has 
been done so quickly and that’s testament to how im¬ 
portant we all believe this can be. 

“This is about helping us deliver more for our resi¬ 
dents in key areas like the economy, homes, health and 
social care. 

“It’s a truly exciting opportunity for all the local au¬ 
thorities involved and what we’re looking for from de¬ 
volution will support the county Council’s vision for 
Somerset, which also has its emphasis on employ¬ 
ment, skills and housing. This is a chance we cannot 
miss.” 

The plan will be submitted to central government in 
the coming weeks, the precise date is yet to be con¬ 
firmed. 

Those behind the plan say it would mean radical re¬ 
forms to integrate health and social care that would 
allow the ageing population to be better looked after, 
tailored support for growing businesses and the cre¬ 
ation of a centre of excellence for skills development. 

Councillor Osman added: “We have come together 
with shared priorities and the common aim of making 
the most of for the people we represent and work for. 

“The plan is ambitious and that reflects our pride in 
what the region has to offer and our belief in its future 
potential. 

“I look forward to taking the next steps with col¬ 
leagues from across the South West.” 

The document promises that, if local councils have 
greater freedom to act, by 2030 they will help deliver 
across the region: 

• 163,000 new jobs; 

• 179,000 more homes; 

• Higher wage levels which are above the national av¬ 
erage; 


• Apprenticeship starts up by 400 per cent; 

• Every young person in education, employment or 
training; 

• A better qualified workforce; 

• Faster, more rail services with greater capacity; 

• Faster road journeys with less congestion; 

• 100 per cent superfast broadband coverage; 

• A UK centre of excellence for skills development 
The prospectus mentions several “golden opportuni¬ 
ties” that the partnership can use to drive productivity 
and economic growth. One of the opportunities men¬ 
tioned is Britain’s first Nuclear Power Plant since 
1995, at Hinkley Point in Somerset. However, last 
week it was reported that the start of the build could 
be delayed amid reports an EDF board meeting to de¬ 
cide whether or not to invest was postponed. It is not 
yet known if this might affect the devolution deal. 

The partners involved in the devolution are: Heart of 
the South West LEP, Somerset County Council, Som¬ 
erset’s district and borough councils (Mendip, Sedge- 
moor, South Somerset, Taunton Deane and West 
Somerset), Devon County Council, Devon’s district 
and borough councils (East Devon, Mid Devon, North 
Devon, South Hams, Teignbridge, Torridge and West 
Devon), Plymouth City Council, Exeter City Council, 
Torbay Council, Exmoor National Park, Dartmoor Na¬ 
tional Park, Northern, Eastern and Western Devon 
Clinical Commissioning Group, Somerset Clinical 
Commissioning Group, South Devon and Torbay Clin¬ 
ical Commissioning Group.

ONE person died and two others are fighting for 
their lives in hospital after a head-on crash on the 
A35 near Axminster. 

The accident happened close to the Red Lane 
and Green Lane turnings, east of Hunters Lodge, 
on Saturday evening. 

Two vehicles were involved in the collision at 
about 6pm. 

A police spokesperson said: “A 46-year-old 
woman from the Isle of Wight received fatal in¬ 
juries. Two other occupants of the same vehicle 
remain in a critical condition in Derriford Hospital. 

A spokesperson for South Western Ambulance 
Service said: “We were called to reports of a 
head-on crash involving six people, four in one 
car and two in the other." 

The nearby Hunters Lodge junction has been an 
accident blackspot for several years. 

The accidents in 2013 led to meetings involving 
town and parish councillors from Axminster and 
Uplyme, MP Neil Parish and the Highways Agency. 

Any witnesses to last Saturday's collision are 
asked to contact Devon and Cornwall Police on 
101, quoting log reference 569 30/01/2016. 


From the editor's chair 
Renewed calls for A35 action 



ANOTHER fatality on the A35 near the notorious 
Hunters Lodge junction has prompted renewed 
calls for “something to be done”. 

The trunk road was closed for several hours on 
Saturday evening after two cars collided east of 
Hunters Lodge, near the junctions to Red Lane and 
Green Lane. 

This newspaper understands that it was a head- 
on collision between two vehicles. 

Whilst the circumstances of this accident are 
unclear, inevitably another death will focus atten¬ 
tion on the appalling record of fatalities on this 
stretch of the A35. It has become East Devon’s 
most dangerous highway. 

Campaigners for more safety measures have 
succeeded in persuading Highways England to in¬ 
vest £250,000 in improvements to the Hunters 
Lodge junction where many of the accidents have 
occurred. 

These measures includes a signal-controlled 
pedestrian crossing near Raymonds Hill Post Of¬ 
fice, vehicle-activated signs that will flash warn¬ 
ings of traffic waiting to enter the A35 from side 
roads, longer turning lane markings on the side 
roads, the extension of the 40mph limit further 
west towards the Axminster turning, and A35 
road markings to give the impression that the 


carriageway is narrower to slow through-traffic. 

The preferred option of many was for traffic 
lights at the Hunters Lodge junction but this was 
ruled out by Highways England. 

One of those campaigners, town councillor Joy 
Raymond, lives close to the A35 and described 
Saturday’s accident as “horrific”. She says High¬ 
ways England must address the whole stretch of 
road and not just the section near the Hunters 
Lodge junction. One option would be to reduce the 
speed to 30 mph. 

Whilst it is impossible to legislate for all circum¬ 
stances in road traffic accidents, every option 
must be considered to reduce the dangers of this 
road which have caused so much heartache in re¬ 
cent years. 

♦ THE expression “national treasure” is much 
abused in these times of celebrity obsession.

chiefs across the 


South West, Dartmoor and Exmoor national 
parks, the local NHS. HotSW was approved on 
January 25th by Devon County Council and will 
be submitted to government, once the remaining 
partners have given their formal endorsement.

Gooch Trust reaches new heights 
with donations totalling £90,000 


LOCAL charitable trust, The Gooch Trust, have 
reached new heights over the past year, having 
pledged grants of over £90,000 to charities and com¬ 
munity groups in the Ilminster area. 

Some of those who have benefitted from these 
grants include Ilminster Football Club, Ilminster En¬ 
tertainment Society, lie Youth Centre, Neroche Pri¬ 
mary School, Horseshoes and Handprints and Sweet 
Surprise. 

The trust, set up in 1998 by local business man 
Archie Gooch, was primarily established to help pre¬ 
serve and maintain the fabric of St Mary’s Parish 
Church (The Minster). 

Whilst the trustees have been delighted to be able 
to achieve this with several grants to the church, the 
benefits of the trust have been significantly more far- 
reaching. 

Heather Virgin, Gooch Trust chairman, said: “We 
are delighted to receive such great feedback from 
many of the causes that we have supported over the 
last year. Our largest contribution to date has gone to 
Ilminster Football Club to help them achieve their 
dream of building a new head quarters and we are so 
excited to see The Gooch Pavilion finally become a 
reality. 

“We are also so proud to be able to support other 
Ilminster-based community groups who do such fab¬ 
ulous work. Our Christmas gift this year went to 
Sweet Surprise based in the middle of Ilminster who 
do incredible work for all of the community but es¬ 
pecially for those with learning difficulties.” 


Other successful projects supported by The Gooch 
Trust over the last 12 months include the creation of 
a huge piece of artwork in the hall at Neroche Primary 
School. All children from ages four to 11 were in¬ 
volved with artist Phil Creek in creating a huge mural 
celebrating the local South Somerset area. 

The Gooch Trust has also helped fund a reprint of 
leaflets detailing popular walks around Ilminster. 
These leaflets help bring walkers from all over the 
South West to the area to use some of the other fabu¬ 
lous facilities provided in the town. 

The trust’s most recent meeting took place in De¬ 
cember when grants were agreed to assist StreetSpace 
Ilminster in the funding of a youth worker to work 
with the young people of Ilminster. A grant also went 
to Ilminster Literary Festival to support them in the 
hiring of venues for the festival June and also to the 
parish hall to fund a new boiler and some additional 
repair work. 

The next trust meeting will be held in March when 
the trustees be deciding on more grants to be distrib¬ 
uted.

County council outlines its priorities at 
business chamber’s first event of year

BUSINESS people 
turned out in force for 
the Somerset Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce's first 
event of the year, 
where the deputy 
leader of the county 
council provided an 
overview of the au¬ 
thority's priorities and 
economic strategies 
for the future. 

Held at The Monks 
Yard in Ilminster on 
Tuesday, January 19th, 
the event covered a 
range of topics, includ¬ 
ing the council and 
chamber's shared key 
issues of transport in¬ 
frastructure, superfast 
broadband, skills and 
the Hinkley develop¬ 
ment. 

Deputy leader of Somerset County Council and 
Cabinet member with responsibility for Business, 
Inward Investment and Policy, Councillor David 
Hall, assured delegates that the government's 
commitment to dualling the A303 and the A358 
was real. He added that the council was keeping 
the pressure on the government to make sure 
the improvements happen, as well as working 
with partners on the rail task force to ensure the 
area gets its fair share of rail improvements. 

Digital connectivity was another important 
issue covered during the breakfast briefing. 
Councillor Hall confirmed that, following a re- 
tender process, Phase 2 of the Connecting Devon 
and Somerset programme, which will deliver 95 
per cent superfast broadband connectivity for 
Somerset, was likely to begin later this year. 

On the subject of Hinkley Point C, he encour¬ 
aged businesses to grasp the opportunity and 
emphasised the key role of the Somerset Cham¬ 
ber in working with EDF Energy and the supply 
chain. As well as stressing the need to make the 
most of the opportunity to build a sustainable fu¬ 
ture and a legacy that will ensure the county 
benefits for generations to come, he highlighted 
the importance of making sure the project does 
not drain all the employment and skills away 
from other businesses. 

Other topics covered at the briefing event in¬ 
cluded the need to develop high quality, perma¬ 


nent jobs in the county; a possible Somerset Uni¬ 
versity project; the importance of securing Euro¬ 
pean funding for Somerset; and the council's 
aspirations to create a new garden town. 

Councillor Hall reiterated the council's commit¬ 
ment to working closely with organisations such 
as the Somerset Chamber and Heart of the South 
West LEP for the benefit of the county's busi¬ 
nesses. 

Following the event, Somerset Chamber chief 
executive, Dale Edwards, said: “The briefing event 
was both interesting and valuable, enabling local 
business people to hear about the council's pri¬ 
orities for the future, as well as giving them an 
opportunity to ask questions on a wide range of 
topics. 

“The issues around infrastructure, connectivity 
and bridging the skills gap are fundamental to the 
future growth of the county, and it is reassuring 
for businesses to know that the Somerset Cham¬ 
ber, the county council and other organisations 
are all working together to tackle these areas, 
giving us the best possible chance of success. 

“Meanwhile, the Hinkley Point C development 
is expected to bring huge benefits to the local 
economy, both now and into the future, putting 
the county in a strong and enviable position as 
we head into 2016."

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Householders could save on energy bills 



care staff nominated for award 


THERE is a clear need for utility bill reduction ex¬ 
pertise, according to the Home Energy Centres in 
Chard and Ilminster. 

An open day at the Chard branch included an 
offer to check householders’ energy bills and rec¬ 
ommend potential ways to reduce them. 

The open day was held on Wednesday, January 
27th, and co-ordinator Jon Lewes said: “It was 
clear from the number of householders who 
brought their electricity and gas bills that informa¬ 
tion continues to be needed for a greater under¬ 
standing of how much gas and electricity should 
cost for the home. 

“Although the government is urging household¬ 
ers to reduce their bills by switching to a cheaper 
tariff and a cheaper supplier - and therefore possi¬ 
bly save some £200 a year - the reality of the 
amount that can be saved by switching seems to 
be a little different. 

“Although a family home might manage to re¬ 
duce the monthly bill by some £16, a smaller 
household's bill might only vary by a few pounds. 

“Householders are finding that the most effective 
way of reducing the home’s energy bill is by re¬ 
ducing the energy consumption. 

“One increasingly popular way of doing that is 
by changing light-bulbs to LEDs, with, for exam¬ 
ple, a 4-watt LED lasting for some 16,000 hours 
and providing as much light as a 40-watt old-style 
bulb.” 

The Home Energy Centres are run and managed 
by volunteers without affiliation to energy compa¬ 
nies nor suppliers, and can provide information 
and assistance on all energy-related matters, in¬ 
cluding a review of a householder’s bill to check 
if the household's energy cost can be reduced. 

Mr Lewes added: “Energy consumption can be 
reduced in several other ways, some as simple as 
understanding settings on appliances like fridges,

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Talk on food bank for Rotary 


MEMBERS of the Rotary Club of 
Ilminster recently welcomed the 
Reverend Dr Michael Pragnell to 
speak about the importance of food 
banks in the local area.

In summing up, Rotary president 
Linda Piggott-Vijeh said: “I know 
from working with Samaritans that 
there are many reasons that people 
fall on hard times and it is important 
that we do not judge others. I am de¬ 
lighted that my fellow Rotarians 
have brought in food donations to 
show our support."

LIEUTENANT Colonel Andrew Simkins, formerly of the Army 
Air Corp and now president of 656 Squadron Association, was 
the recent guest speaker at the Rotary Club of Ilminster. 

Andrew spoke about receiving a grant from the Winston 
Churchill Memorial Trust, having successfully passed a tough 
selection interview with Lady Soames and senior military per¬ 
sonnel. The trust, now 50 years old, provides support for up to 
150 people each year to undertake studies to benefit the com¬ 
munity. 

Having seen active service himself whilst serving in Bosnia, 
Andrew was keen to observe the differences in the way in which 
support for veterans is given priority in different countries. His 
study tour involved trips to both the United States and Chile to 
consider how each country provides support for their service 
veterans. 

What came across during his talk was the huge number of vet¬ 


erans in the USA (25 million) as a result of their engagement in 
military conflict in many areas of the world, particularly in the 
20th century, where few of us could forget the wars in both Viet¬ 
nam and Korea, in addition to the Gulf conflict. 

The introduction of the GI Bill has meant that US veterans 
have the right to medical, educational and other support to en¬ 
sure that they have the best possible chance of getting their lives 
back on track after active military service. 

In the case of Chile, although they have not been at war in the 
last 100 years, they do send their troops abroad to support peace 
keeping missions. 

In summing up, Andrew noted the positive initiatives that have 
been developed here in the UK, where in the past there was a 
lack of recognition of the needs of those who had willingly 
fought for their country.

But Wyvern Savings and Loans recently an¬ 
nounced a move to a weekly service point, saying: 
“We are pleased to announce that our branch in 
Crewkerne Town Hall will be open weekly from 
1 lam to 1pm on Tuesdays. 

“We really hope that this regular opening time 
will promote our services in the area, and help offer 
members a great opportunity to get into a regular 
savings habit. 

“Members will be able to make deposits and 
withdrawals, as well as make applications for 
loans, or simply talk to our volunteers about the 
products we can offer. 

“In order to maintain this weekly service we are 
also seeking volunteers who would have a few 
spare hours to offer in supporting this increased 
service.” 

A credit union is a financial co-operative, owned 
and controlled by its own members, and can, for 
example, offer low-interest loans and financial ad¬ 
vice. The credit union concept is widely supported 
by local authorities and other agencies as it can 
provide an alternative to loan sharks. 

Wyvern Savings & Loans director Tim Topper 
said: “It [the credit union] does provide a support¬ 
ing service for the community, but needs its own 
support in membership. 

“Our biggest challenge is getting the word out.” 

Training will be provided for volunteers, and Mr 


Topper praised the town hall owners for allowing 
the credit union free use of the premises.

... Did you know... 


THE saint we celebrate on Valentine's Day is known 
officially as St. Valentine of Rome in order to differentiate him from the 
dozen or so other Valentines on the list. Because Valentinus -from the Latin 
word for worthy, strong or powerful - was a popular name between the sec¬ 
ond and eighth centuries AD, several martyrs over the centuries have carried this 
name. The official Roman Catholic roster of saints shows about a dozen who were 
named Valentine or some variation thereof. 


VALENTINE is the patron saint of beekeepers and epilepsy, among many other things. 
Saints are certainly expected to keep busy in the afterlife. Their holy duties include 
interceding in earthly affairs and entertaining petitions from living souls. In this respect, 
St Valentine has wide-ranging spiritual responsibilities. People call on him to watch over 
the lives of lovers, of course, but also for interventions regarding beekeeping and 
epilepsy, as well as the plague, fainting and travelling. As you might expect, he's also 
■ the patron saint of engaged couples and happy marriages.

YOU can find Valentine's skull in Rome. The flower-adorned skull of St Valentine is 
on display in the Basilica of Santa Maria in Cosmedin, Rome. In the early 1800s, 
the excavation of a catacomb near Rome yielded skeletal remains and other 
relics now associated with St Valentine. 


THE medieval English poet Geoffrey Chaucer often took lib- 

> erties with history, placing his poetic characters into 
fictitious historical contexts that he 
represented as real. No record exists of 
romantic celebrations on Valentine's Day prior to a poem 
Chaucer wrote around 1375. In his work"Parliament of Foules," 
he links a tradition of courtly love with the celebration of St. Valen¬ 
tine's Feast Day. 
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Proposed changes to recycling scheme 
could see less rubbish and huge savings 


RESIDENTS in Somerset could see changes to 
their recycling and refuse collection service in the 
next few years if plans by the county’s six councils 
go ahead. 

Proposals for extra recycling materials - including 
plastic pots, tubs and trays, Tetra Pak-style cartons, 
small electrical items, household batteries and more 
- to be collected weekly would see far less in rub¬ 
bish bins. 

With the potential for so much material to be col¬ 
lected for recycling each week, the councils, work¬ 
ing through the joint Somerset Waste Partnership 
(SWP), have been exploring whether the refuse col¬ 
lection frequency could be reduced to three weekly. 

This move would save millions over the coming 
years, holding down council tax rises and funding 
other vital services. 

With food waste continuing to be collected weekly 
and steps to help families with children in nappies, 
SWP says extensive trials have demonstrated that 
those who recycle well will manage without prob¬ 
lems 

Trials of three-weekly collections with the extra 
recycling achieved significant success, with much 
more recycled, far less rubbish and an overwhelm¬ 
ing majority of those taking part backing the new 
system. 

Nothing firm has yet been agreed but the decision 
must be made in the next two months in time to 
order replacements for the ageing fleet of recycling 
vehicles. Changes, if agreed, would be introduced 
in stages over at least two years. 

But SWP is confident this is a practical, sustain¬ 
able and cost-effective solution to help residents re¬ 
cycle more, waste less and save money. 

SWP also hopes that the kerbside collection 
changes will happen alongside an end to landfilling 
rubbish in Somerset, with waste processed else¬ 
where to extract materials or burn it for power. 



Increased recycling and reduced landfill are an en¬ 
vironmental and economic win-win and will help 
keep Somerset among the top recycling areas in the 
UK. 

A study of what people actually throw away 
shows that around 50 per cent of the existing aver¬ 
age Somerset rubbish bin is food or other materials 
that can already be recycled in present kerbside col¬ 
lections, while around another 10 per cent of the bin 
could be taken to recycling sites. 

Landfilling Somerset’s rubbish costs £12million 
a year. 

The proposed new service would each week col¬ 
lect: food waste, kitchen towel, newspaper and 
magazines, directories and other paper, cardboard, 
beverage cartons (Tetra Pak, etc.), glass bottles and 
jars, food and drink cans, aerosols, aluminium foil, 
plastic bottles, plastic pots (yoghurt, etc.), plastic 
tubs (margarine, ice cream, etc.), plastic trays (fruit, 
etc.), textiles, clothes, shoes, small electricals, 
household batteries. 


County's £14million scheme to improve 
roads continue at Hospital Roundabout 


MAJOR work to improve the Hospital Round¬ 
about in Yeovil has started this week. 

Work began on Monday, February 1st has 
been confirmed as improvements to upgrade 
the nearby Horsey Roundabout nears comple¬ 
tion. 

Both schemes are part of a £14million pro¬ 
gramme of works by Somerset County Council 
to improve roads along the Eastern and West¬ 
ern Corridors of the town and were staggered 
to minimise disruption. 

The works at the Hospital Roundabout will 
take around 18 weeks and see dedicated left 
turn lanes installed on the Queensway, 
Kingston and Reckleford approaches. The 
width of the carriageway through the round¬ 
about will also be reduced to two lanes help 
improve safety and prevent unnecessary de¬ 
lays to traffic. 

Efforts have been made to keep all the major 
roads open at all times, with lane closures used 
instead to allow the work to be carried out 
safely. 

Measures will also be put in place to min¬ 
imise any disruption to the emergency serv¬ 
ices, with special arrangements agreed in 
advance to help ambulances access the hos¬ 
pital and fire vehicles leave the fire station. 

Councillor David Fothergill, Somerset County 
Council’s Cabinet member for highways, said: 
“Many thanks to everyone for their patience 
so far. Improvements at the Horsey Round¬ 
about have made really good progress and it's 
great news that the work will be completed on 
time. 

“It’s important to understand what we’re try¬ 
ing to achieve in Yeovil - and that is making 
sure that the town's roads and junctions can 


cope with the expected levels of development 
in the future. 

“The next piece of the jigsaw is the Hospital 
Roundabout, where we're trying to improve 
traffic flow and safety for road users - a goal 
which I'm sure we all share. 

“This is another very busy junction in a very 
challenging location, and some delays will be 
unavoidable while work is underway. 

“To keep any disruption to a minimum, we've 
planned the work without any road closures - 
but please beware of extra congestion in the 
area and do allow extra time for your journeys 
over the next few weeks." 

Both of these schemes are along the Eastern 
Corridor of Yeovil - further major work to im¬ 
prove road links along the Western Corridor of 
Yeovil is also being planned, with this due to 
commence later in the year. 

As well as increasing the capacity of major 
junctions and improving traffic flow, the East¬ 
ern and Western Corridor schemes are essen¬ 
tial to support Yeovil’s economic growth and 
are necessary to allow major developments to 
go ahead, including: 

1 More than 2,000 new homes at sites in 
Brimsmore, Lufton and Lyde Road; 

1 More than 20ha of employment land at 
Lufton and Bunford Park; 

1 Redevelopment of the town centre including 
the cattle market. 

The improvements should reduce projected 
future peak journey times by 23 per cent 
(West Coker Road to Thorne Lane) and 16 per 
cent (Horsey Roundabout to Lyde Road) - 
compared to what they would be with the de¬ 
velopments in place but without the improve¬ 
ments.

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Agricultural show archives on 
public display at heritage centre 


THE archive of the Yeovil Agricultural 
Show has been secured by the South 
West Heritage Trust. 

The archive, which includes pro¬ 
grammes that date back as far as 1900, 
was acquired by the trust and is now 
publically available at the Somerset 
Heritage Centre in Taunton. 

The Yeovil Show was a hugely im¬ 
portant event on the agricultural calen¬ 
dar in the 19th and 20th centuries, but 
came to an end in 1970 when the com¬ 
mittee joined forces with the Bath and 
West of England Show at Shepton Mal¬ 
let. 

The South West Heritage Trust, 
which looks after millions of unique 
archive records dating from the 8th 
century to the present day, was de¬ 
lighted to add the Yeovil Show’s 
records to its collections. 

Esther Hoyle, an archivist with the 
South West Heritage Trust, said: “We 
are very pleased to hold this collection 
of documents relating to the Yeovil 
Agricultural Society. 

“The Yeovil Agricultural Show has an 
important place in the history of Som¬ 
erset and it is fantastic to be able to pro¬ 
vide access to these documents.” 

The records tell a story of both conti¬ 
nuity and change. 

Sam Mackenzie Green, event director 
of the new Yeovil Show which is set to 
return later this year on the weekend of 
July 16th to 17th, 2016, added: “While 
technology has altered agriculture be¬ 
yond recognition in the last 100 years, 
many classes at agricultural shows 
have continued virtually unchanged - 
with cattle, sheep, hunters, cheese, 


floristry and poultry all topping the 
bill.” 

However, not everything has re¬ 
mained the same. In the early 1900s 
horse classes were an important com¬ 
petition and butter, which was a major 
commodity produced in Somerset, had 
its own section. There was also a 
“roots” class for commercially grown 
root vegetables such as turnips, sugar 
beet and potatoes. 

Sam added: “What has changed be¬ 
yond recognition is the cost of entry. 
The records reveal that entry fees for 
hunters were 6/- and 5/- for dairy cows. 
The 1908 show raised a grand total of 
£92 though gate money and a further 
£50 through catalogue sales. And that 
was a really good year!” 

The advertisements in the catalogues 
were rather different too. They included 
Sandells’ Hair Restorer which claimed 
that “the vital forces on which the hair 
depends will be re-established and the 
growth present the luxuriance and 
colour of youth”, or Dr Roberts’ cele¬ 
brated ointment, The Poor Man’s 
Friend, and “an unfailing remedy for 
ulcerated sore legs even if of twenty 
years’ duration”. 

One thing that has not changed is the 
vagaries of the British Weather - the 
1904 show was a wash out due to rain!

It’s here and ready for traction: All-wheel- 
drive Octavia vRS powers into retailers 


MOTHER nature might be doing 
her best to make life as difficult as 
possible for British drivers, but 
SKODA is fighting back with the 
arrival of a new four-wheel drive 
version of the acclaimed Octavia 
vRS. Designed to conquer road 
conditions that blight UK roads 
through the dark winter months, 
the new Octavia vRS 4x4 has of¬ 
ficially landed in retailers across 
the country. 

The Octavia vRS 4x4 marks a 
further expansion of the vRS 
range, and follows hot in the 
wheel-tracks of the vRS 230 
model unveiled last year. Available 
in both hatch and estate form, the 
new vRS 4x4 is priced from 
£27,315 (£28,515 Estate) and 
brings all-wheel-drive capability 
to the vRS range for the first time.

Like its vRS siblings, the new

The new Porsche 718 Boxster: The definitive mid-engined roadster 


IN THE twenty years since its 
debut, the Porsche Boxster has 
established itself as the bench¬ 
mark roadster. Today, a new gen¬ 
eration of the mid-engined 
two-seater is unveiled, powered 
by a newly-developed range of 
flat four cylinder 'boxer' engines 
with turbocharging. At the same 
time, a new designation is intro¬ 
duced; 718 Boxster and 718 
Boxster S. 

These new models continue the 
tradition of the Porsche 718 mid- 
engined sports cars that won nu¬ 
merous races in the 1950s and 
1960s, powered by four-cylinder 
'boxer' engines. It also sits neatly 
beside the established sports car 
icons with numbered identities - 
718 Boxster, 911 Carrera, 918 Spy- 
der, 919 Hybrid. 

More powerful yet more fuel ef¬ 
ficient, the centrepiece of the 
new model series is the 718 
Boxster which develops 300 hp 
(220 kW) from its turbocharged 
2.0-litre engine. The 718 Boxster 
S has a 2.5-litre engine, which 
develops 350 hp (257 kW), its 
greater power literally boosted by 
its use of a turbocharger with 
variable turbine geometry. In 
fact, Porsche is now the only 


manufacturer to offer this tech¬ 
nology in production cars with 
petrol engines, both in the 911 
Turbo and 718 Boxster S. 

The considerable power gain of 
35 hp (26 kW) compared to the 
previous Boxster models is 
matched by the impressive effi¬ 
ciency of the new turbo engines. 
The new 718 Boxster models 
have fuel economy improve¬ 
ments of up to 13 per cent. 

Complementing the more pow¬ 
erful engines is new suspension 
tuning and uprated brakes, ensur¬ 
ing the characteristically dynamic 
and emotive Boxster driving ex¬ 
perience remains distinctive. 

The exterior design of the new 
model line has also advanced 
comprehensively. The vehicle has 
been completely revised, except 
for the luggage compartment 
lids, the windscreen and the pow¬ 
ered convertible roof. Inside, a 
newly-designed dash panel 
frames the cockpit. In addition, 
the latest generation of Porsche 
Communication Management 
(PCM) with state-of-the-art 
touchscreen and mobile phone 
preparation included as standard. 
The navigation module is avail¬ 
able as an option. 


Besides the advanced design, 
the enhanced standard equip¬ 
ment of the new 718 Boxster 
makes the new generation mod¬ 
els even more attractive. 

Efficient turbo power from 
four cylinders 

The launch of the new 718 
Boxster represents a return by 
Porsche to building sports cars 
with flat four-cylinder 'boxer' en¬ 
gines. The addition of a tur¬ 
bocharger significantly boosts 
torque. TTie pull of the 2.0-litre 
engine in the 718 Boxster has in¬ 
creased by nearly a quarter ver¬ 
sus the prior model, with 380 Nm 


of torque (a gain of 100 Nm) avail¬ 
able from 1,950 rpm to 4,500 
rpm. In the case of the 2.5-litre 
engine in the 718 Boxster S, this 
generates 420 Nm (60 Nm more) 
across a speed range from 1,900 
rpm to 4,500 rpm. 

Consequently, the new 718 
Boxster models sprint even 
faster. The 718 Boxster - with 
optional PDK double-clutch au¬ 
tomatic transmission and the 
Sport Chrono Package - sprints 
from 0-62 mph in 4.7 seconds 
(0.8 seconds quicker). The equiv¬ 
alent 718 Boxster S accomplishes 
this in 4.2 seconds (0.6 seconds 


faster). The top speed of the 718 
Boxster is 275 km/h (170 mph), 
and the 718 Boxster S has a top 
speed of 285 km/h (177 mph). 

The Porsche turbo concept is 
boosting driving performance 
while improving fuel economy. In 
the 718 Boxster, the four-cylin¬ 
der flat engine with PDK has a 
NEDC Combined fuel consump¬ 
tion figure of 40.9 mpg (5.1 mpg 
more than the previous model). In 
the 718 Boxster S, the 2.5-litre 
turbo engine with PDK returns 
38.7 mpg Combined (4.3 mpg 
more than the previous model). 

Each 718 model is equipped 


with a six-speed manual trans¬ 
mission as standard. Hie Porsche 
Doppelkupplung (PDK), which 
now features fuel-saving ‘virtual 
gears' previously introduced on 
the 911 model series, is available 
as an option. 

The new Porsche 718 Boxster 
and 718 Boxster S are available to 
order today from Porsche Cen¬ 
tres in the UK and Ireland. First 
deliveries will be in the Spring. 

The 718 Boxster is priced from 
£41,739.00 RRP and the 718 
Boxster S from £50,695.00 RRP. 
(Irish prices are €67,963.00 and 
€86,057.00 respectively)
